No. 9-PG( 1 8) /66. — The Government of India have receiv- 
ed the Administration Report of the Port of Calcutta for the 
year 1964-65. The following are the important features of 
the report : — 

1. Financial Position 

The Port Commissioners' revenue receipts for the year 
under review amounted to Rs. 1839.43 lakhs as against 
Rs. 1771.83 lakhs in the previous year. The increase in 
revenue receipts was mainly due to an increase of about 
1.3% in the total traffic handled. 

The expenditure during the year amounted to Rs. 1834.26 
lakhs as against Rs. 1719.09 lakhs in the previous year. The 
year under review ended with a surplus of Rs. 5.17 lakhs in 
the revenue account. The increase in expenditure was 
mainly due to additional expenditure on establishment, stares, 
maintenance and repairs, labour charges, workshop, electric 
light and power. 

The amount available for appropriation in the Revenue 
Balance Account at the end of the year under review, com- 
posed of the year’s surplus and the balance brought forward 
from the previous year, was Rs. 5,34,576, Out of this 
amount, a sum of Rs. 5 lakhs was appropriated to Capital as 
contribution from revenue and the balance of Rs, 34,576 was 
carried forward to the next financial year, A contribution 
of Rs. 50 lakhs was made to Capital out of the Revenue 
Reserve Fund during the year to reduce borrowings for financ- 
ing Plan projects. 

In addition, for financing capital works, the Commissioners 
borrowed Rs. 115 lakhs during the year from Government 
and Rs. 317 lakhs in foreign exchange from the World Bank 
and also floated a 5 per cent 12-year loan of Rs. 100 lakhs. 

The total balances in the various Revenue Reserve Funds 
as on the 31s t March 1965, amounted to Rs. 825.72 lakhs. 

2. Traffic 

The total imports and exports, which passed through the 
port during the year under review, was 6.083 million tonnes 
and 4,980 million tonnes, respectively, as against the corres- 
ponding import and export figures of 6.028 million tonnes and 
4.91 million tonnes in the year 1963-64.

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3. Port Railway 

The income derived from the Railway during the year 
1964-65 amounted to Rs. 253.33 lakhj as against Rs. 234.36 
laths in the previous year- The increased earning during 
1964-65 was mainly due to the enhancement of the supple- 
mentary charge on foreign Railway traffic with effect from 
the 15th July 1963. 

4. Passenger Traffic 

The number of passengers who embarked from the 
Port during the year was 6,460. r lbe number of passengers 
who disembarked was 273. The corresponding figures were 
9,007 and 4,414 during 1963-64. 

5. Pilferages 

There was a sudden increase in pilferage of tea moving lo 
the Dooks by rail. Effective preventive measures have Veen 
instituted and the situation is under control. 

C, Shipping 

The number of vessels which entered the port during the 
year under review was 1,807 as against 1,828 in the previous 
year. The ship with the deepest draft to enter the port was 
the sa. "Geo. S. Long” drawing 28'-8" forward and 28'-4" 
aft. and the deepest draft ship to leave the Fort was the s.s. 
“Ratna Chandralakha” drawing 27'-8" forward and 71’ -9" 
aft. 

The decrease in the number of vessels during the year 
1964-65 as compared with the tonnage handled in the pre- 
vious year is an indication of the improvement in drafts 
during the year which enabled ships to carry more cargo. The 
condition of the bars in the navigable river route to the port 
was generally good throughout the year. 

The total expenditure during 1964-65 on dredging, includ- 
ing dredging of the navigable channel, berths, lock entrances 
and dock basin, amounted to Rs. 170 lakhs as against 
R*. 146.1 lakhs during the previous year, 

7. Haidla Anchorage 

For the sixth year in succession, vessels importing food- 
grains were worked at the Haidla Anchorage during the fair 
weather season from November 1964, to February 1965. In 
all 12 foodgrains vessels were worked at the anchorage during 
1964-65. The deepest draft vessel to use the anchorage was 
the sj. "Aramia” which drew 30' 1" aft. and 3 O' 5" for’d. The 
total quantify of foodgrains discharged at the anchorage was 
57,613 tonnes. 

8. River Model Experiments 

All items of technical equipment ordered have been receiv- 
ed and data are being collected on a systematic basis with 
the help of these instruments and tho Research Vessel 
‘Anusandhanl’. 

The studies carried out on the Hooghly models in the 
Central Water & Power Research Station, Poona, for the 
improvement of Ninan, Nurpur, Eastern Cut and Moyapur 
bars were completed during the year, and considerable pro- 
gress was made in regard to tho experiments connected with 
the proposed crossings over the River Hooghly, Experiments 
for determining the alignment for the new oil jetty at Haldia 
were taken in hand and completed during the year. In addi- 
tion, the following experiments were undertaken during the 
year : 

(i) Selection of dumping ground for Auckland bar 
dredging with the help of the Estuarian dredger 
‘Mohana’. 

(ii) Improvement of Upper Tidal Reach, 

(iii) Type of works for protecting tho bank from Muni- 
khali to Fisherman’s point. 

9. Labour 

The labour situation in the Port during the year continued 
to be satisfactory. 

A Wage Board has been set up by Government to enquire 
into the wage structure of Class III and Class IV employees 
of the major ports In India. An interim relief of Rs. 7.80 P. 
per mensem for every eligible employee was announced by the 
Board affective from the 1st February 1965, 

There was no noticeable congestion in the port at any time 
except for accumulation of cargo at heavy lift yards on 
account of delays in obtaining supply of special type railway 
wage as and in the submission of documents by the importers 
and their clearing agents. The warehouses in the Port were 
almost fully utilised. 

10. Eooghly Pilotage 

The income from pilotage during the year 1964-65 was 
Rs. 59,74 lakhs and the expenditure. Rs. 49.72 fakh';, with a 
surplus of Rs. 10.02 lakhs, 

11. Port Development 

*Th® expenditure during the year on Capital works in pro- 
gress amounted tft Rs. 642.40 lakhs. 


Considerable progress was made during the year 1964-65 
on the various Plan schemes. The construction of port craft. 
viz., two 1400 tonne diesel hopper barges and two Pilot 
vessels, one 1 100-tonne steam hopper barge and two single- 
screw survey launches, was completed during the year. 
Considerable progress was made during the year on the 
execution of the works for improving the dry dock facilities 
under the Five-Year Plan. 

12. Miscellaneous 

The new Hydraulic Study Department set up with the 
assistance of the World Bank undertook a number of investi- 
gations during the year.
